Credulity is infections, but to be 
effi'-aciotis it muat be snstaliicJ for a 
given length of time.

CAUFORNIA'S USEFUL BUGS 

What Will Thay Eat Whan th* Para- 
slta* Ar* Qona? 

California is having great luck in 
her experiments of importing in- 
sects to prey ou and exterminate the 
various paraaitio peats that have 
caused *0 much damage to vines and 
orchards; but a tew cautious peopto 
are the leaat bit worried over the 
voracious appetites of the imported 
insects and the possibilities of what 
they may turn to to feed upon when 
all the paroaitea to their taste have 
disappeared. 

The golden-winged lady bird im- 
ported from Australia a few years 
ago to eat up the cottony cushion 
scale, has completed that work in 
most of the southern counties ot the 
state and haa turned its attention 
aud appetite to tba woolly aphis on 
the apple trees. Another beetle, 
imported to destroy the red and 
black scale, has also cleared the par- 
a.-iitca from several counties, and 
lately bos appeared in great numbers 
in the cornfields. Just what its mis- 
sion there Is boa not been accurately 
determined. The experts believe, 
aud the farmer* hope, that it will 
destroy the larvn of a destructive 
bug which eats and spoils much ot 
the sweet com raised on the coast. 
What tha farmers are beginning to 
pray fearfully is that the little 
beetle* may not develop vegetarian 
appetite*; and thay ore also begin- 
ning to wonder what the coostantly 
inoreoslog hordsa of the now bene- 
ficial Insects will live on when their 
natural prey is exterminated. They 
hope that they will contract con- 
sumption or aome other oonvenieat 
disease, and reason that doubtless 
nature will kindly fix up the matter 
aatlafaotorlly. Some ot them bear 
In mind the fact that the mongoose 
woe imported Into the Island of 
Jamaica to kill off the rats which ate 
up the sugar cane, but now the monv 
goose ha* satoo up almost every liv- 
ing thing in tba island less than a 
Iamb io stse, and the government 
would give a year's revenue to be 
rid ot the pest. — N. Y. Sun.
